dales Choice, and Watonga Searchlight. We feel that they have a right to attract the atten- 
tion of the very best breeders in the United States. It will be a good place to start a founda- 
tion herd. 


I will do my best to have the cattle in good breeding condition, and present them to you 
in a respectable way, and I know you will appreciate it. 


And if you don’t say so when you see them that they are as good or better than any you 
ever saw in one sale, I will be disappointed. Actions speak louder than words. If we can get 
this kind of blood seattered over the southwest we will soon make an Iowa out of Oklahoma.

é oh BUYING MY FIRST BULL. 


After the sale I was back in the stall behind him looking him over when Col. Bob and 
some of his friends came along. Had I seen them before they s saw me 1 would have gotten out 
of there, but I didn’t see Col. Bob until he said, ‘‘ Well, Look: abaugh, how do you like your 
bulliiey 

*S All right,’’ I answered, ‘‘ With the exception of those horns.’’ 

“Oh!” he retorted, ‘‘You won’t eat those horns.’’ Then he added, ‘‘Look here, Looka- 
baugh, you told me you had a bunch of grade cows at home that you w anted to raise feeding 

steers from.’

‘‘Well,’’ he said, ‘‘You’ll dehorn those steers, won’t you?’’ 

1 answered, ‘t Yes Siv.”’ 

“Then, what difference with the steers will the horns on this bull make?’’ 

“T thought for a moment and answered, ‘‘ None.”’ | 

‘But,’ he added, ‘* You have as good Scotch blood in this bull as Roekwood bought, in 
that $400 roan bull.’’ 7 

I saw the point and thanked lim. When J brought the bull home everybody was proud 
to have a bull like that in the community. I turned him out in the pasture and fed him some, 
night and morning, but he shrank somewhat and along in July the hot winds were blowing, 
price of cattle had ‘dropped away low, and I went to the pasture and found my bull looking a 
little worse. I thought to myself ‘*What a fool I was (and I had been told this by .a ‘good 
many) to pay a hundred dollars for one animal when I could have bought ten heifers for that 
amount.’’? But realizing that my investment had heen the result of conclusions I had reached 
alter a long siege of ex: amination, and had been outlined in iy years work at the time of my 
invoice, I soon dropped the thought and went home. Early the next spring when his ralves 
peer to appear I began feeling different and by July of that year the early calves began to 
get so big that I simply thought they were fine. I would look at them and say to myself, ‘“My, 
if they could just keep on growing like that, wouldn’t they be good ones by the time they 
were two years old?’’ I did not know at that time that a short thorn ealf does not begin to grow 

right fast until he is four months old. 


Well, by August a good many of my friends would come in on Sunday and want to go 
down and see the calves. I, of course, felt proud of them and while we were looking at them 
each friend would pick out a bull that he wanted and I would refuse, § saying that I had raised 
these calyes to make feeding steers. ‘‘But,’’? they would say, ‘We will give you for these 
ealves whatever they will be worth fat as steers.’’ Of course, | wasn’t hard to persuade, feel- 
ing a little then that it really was my duty to help improve the stock of our community as 
much as I could. I then decided that if they wanted a few of them for bulls 1 would spare 
them thinking that the next vear or two | could quit selling and not only have the calves from 
my own bulls, but also the calves from the bulls I had been selling. I had already figured out 
that I wanted to feed 30 head of two- vear-old steers past each w inter and I thought 1 ought to 
put them in the feed lot at an average of one thousand pounds at that age. 

However, to my surprise in the fall when I collected 60 calves, quite a few of which were 
July and Aug ust calves, on the 15th day of October the 60 head averaged 515 Ibs. I sorted out 
40 head of the strongest and oldest ones. They averaged 650 Ibs. This completely surprised 
me, but I did not think much of it until the next spring when I weighed out the last bulls and 
they averaged from 750 to 00 Ibs. This did surprise me, as they had had only one-half gallon 
of grain and alfalfa hay twice a day. I said to my wife, ‘*This is too good to keep. The man 
would be selfish to have this experience and then not try to impart it to others.’ 

That spring, while in Watonga one day, a gentleman asked me if I had any good bulls to 
sell. I told him yes, some young ones, but the old ones were all gone. He said, ‘“‘T heard 
vou had some eood bulls and I hav e been trying to find a register ed bull for some time, but 
didn’t know where to look for him.’ 

I told him that my bulls Paes registered but that they were from a registered sire. He 
looked at me a little funny and said, *‘I’ve got good grades at home.’’? This embarrassed 
me some and made me think again. I decided immediately that I could raise still better calves 
if I would buy registered cows, so I hustled out and bought five or six one hundred dollar 
cows, as they were cheap then. 

The next fall their bull calves were the first out of the lot to sell for one hundred dollars 
apiece. The grade bulls I had been selling for forty and fifty dollars. Then I said to myself 
‘*These calves are far better and Iam much prouder of these cows than I was of my grade 
cows. The forty dollar cow brings a forty dollar calf, the one hundred dollar cow brings a 


one hundred dollar calf. It’s easy to see there is more profit in the one hundred dollar ealf, 
for the feed bill is the same. Consequently I decided to sell all my grade cattle and buy ene 
hundred dollar, registered cows, that at that time I thought were the best I could buy, but be- 
fore I had been out long I ran across a good heifer. She was made a good bit like a box ear 
and I was so completely taken up with her that I could hardly leave. I asked the man _ his 
price and he said $235. I said to him, ‘‘Why Jim, you’re erazy.’’ He laughed and said he had 
paid nearly that amount for her. Well, I thought along different lines, and as I already had a 
number of what I thought were good cattle I decided that I would just sink that much money 
to have one good one for my friends to look at when they came in, far from expecting to realize 
a profit on the investment. A short time after that the Paes brought a calf. It was so good 
that my friends wanted me to take it to Enid to the show. I did so w rhile it was yet very young 
and it won first in a class of three junior calves, the other two be longing to Fred Stoddard of 
Verden, Kan., and C. 8S. Nevius of Chiles, Kar The cow won second in the Oklahoma Class and 
had we known how a) sa shown her the judge said we might have won first. This pleased us, 
and later that year this calf was Junior Champion Female at the State Fair of Oklahoma and 
the Colorado State Fair at Pueblo, Col. Then we had been offered $400 for her. We compared it 
with our other purchases and found that the profit was still greater, and the enjoyment of hav- 
ing still better stock was also greater. We began to study the reason and to talk to old re- 
liable breeders. We found that they all advised us the same—the better cattle you buy the 
more you will be pleased—and one or two of them had the audacity to say they would sooner 
have one one-thousand-dollar cow than ten one-hundred-dollar cows. 

We asked them why there was a difference in these cattle. They explained to us that the 
difference was in their breeding. ‘‘But,’’? I would say, ‘‘They are all registered cattle aren’t 
they?’’ 

‘*Ves,’’ they would answer, ‘‘but there is considerable difference in registered cattle, 
some are pure Scotch from the very best producing Scoteh families and others are Seotech- 
Topped, and some haven’t even any Scotch about them. 

After a long investigation and many nights of hard thinking IT came to the conclusion that 
life was too short for me to try to have the best unless I succeeded in eetting some females 
from some of these best Scotch producing fam ilies, so T set out to find what ones they were, 
and J found that whenever a family was noted it was one of the best and the reason was be- 


cause it was good that it had become noted, for the offsprings from that family had made 
themselves a reputation from their individuality and superiority, and invariably when I 
would find the animal that just suited me, the breeder would ask from five to eight hundred 
dollars, and would end up by saying, ‘‘ Why that is one of the Violets, or the Lavenders, or the 
Jealousies, Clippers, Lovelys, Miss Ramsdons, Golden Ladys, Victorias , Missies, the Butter- 
flies, or the Acorns, and so on. In other words, | found that the best breeding came higher; but 
I was not discouraged at that, and after | had priced a large number of shorthorns in the best 
herds in the United States I then went back through, selecting the females I preferred, re- 
gardless of price—a great many times running into a hornet’s nest with the breeders, because 
they did not want to let this kind g go, and some would say, ‘‘I had no idea of your buying these 
on account of their being so high- “priced.”? 

Now, by this time Thad drifted from the reds to the roans. The breeders would laugh at. 
me and say, ‘‘You’ll get away from that.’’ 

‘“No,’’ I would say, ‘‘I know what I want and I want that or nothing.’’ But in less than 
a year, after I liad brought these cattle home and they had dropped me a number of calves, 
some of which were white, some red and some roan, having them all together in one pasture 
on the north side of the house, when I come and went to town, I could always get a look at 
them, and learned to like that picture of reds, whites and roans on a green pasture e. One after- 
noon when coming from town I noticed that the whites and roans were all in behind the sand 
hills, leaving only the reds in sight. I kept looking rather disappointedly for the whites and 
roans, and it occurred to me that I had thought I liked all reds, or all roans. T had changed 
before I knew it, and after all, when we stop to think, a flower garden would not be pretty if 
it were all one color. 

At this stage of the game I was receiving many conscientious remarks from my_ best 
friends, and some of them were bankers, advising me to be careful, that they were afraid that 
! could not sueceed in raising good eattle—hig h- priced eattle—in this new country. But I had 
studied this more than they thought. I had learned from experience just what this stuff 
would do and why it would do it. There was no venture on my part, simply forming conelu- 
sions that | had come to from years of study and hard experience. 

Now, in order to demonstrate to the people of the State and of the Southwest that we 
have a cattle country and that we can grow them just as big and just as good as they can in

any state in the Union, I decided it would be necessary to exhibit our cattle at the different 
state fairs, because there were so many farmers in Oklahoma, and the Southwest, who had 
the honest opinion (the same as my friends who had advised me to be careful that they were 
afraid I could not succeed) that such good stock could not be raised in the Southwest. They 
are not so numerous today. 

Well, we have not gone so far as we could have gone, yet we feel entirely satisfied with 
our showing career, and have been able to clearly demonstrate the fact that we can and do 
grow as good cattle in Oklahoma and the Southwest as they can grow in the northern states. 
For this alone—for the simple reason of trying to convince the Southwestern Farmer that he 
not only needs livestock with his grain farming, but needs GOOD livestock, we have been 
showing our cattle at St. Joseph, Mo., Lincoln, Nebraska, Hutchinson and Topeka, Kansas, 
Oklahoma City and Muskogee, Fort Worth, Texas, Jackson, Mississippi, Shreveport, Louis- 
iana, Meridian, Mississippi and Hot Springs, Arkansas. 

Words are not sufficient in my vocabulary to entirely explain how sincerely we have ap- 
preciated the kind words from many friends that we have heard. I am in this business be- 
cause I like it; because I feel it is my duty as a citizen to be of all the benefit possible to my 
family, my community and my country. It is not so hard to make money as it is to make it 
without injuring your fellowman. There is a Satisfaction and a pleasure in this business that 
T have failed-to find in others that I once thought of considering. I am in it to stay; and if 
IT have a customer that is dissatisfied, I want to know it, for I believe in the goods I am sell- 


ing and want to back them up.

He is, perhaps, the thickest 
bull Avondale ever sired. He is of the stamp that can belooked for to make a great sire and his color and general 
appearance, cannot be beat. This family have produced many noted winners, including the English and American 
grand champion, Choice Goods. Avondale’s Choice is proving one of the greatest sires we ever owned. I cannot help 
but remark, when I look at the young things sired by him, just maturing to a year old, that he is going to prove 
another sire, equal to Lavender Lord. His get is marked with that deep, broad, thick fleshed, and with the smooth- 
ness that always attracts the attention of a good judge. Our entire young herd will be by him, this fall. I never 
saw a poor calf sired by him. His calves are too young to say too much about them, but so far, I am entirely satisfied. 

Avondale commenced his show record as a calf winning as high as Grand Champion at some of the State Fairs. He 
made the show cireuit for six years and met and defeated all the great bulls of his time and although he never had 
been conditioned, especially for the Showing, he made a record unequalled in the history of the breed. Avondale’s get 
came in evidence in the Shows as calves in 1908. The calf herd sired by him was undefeated at all the leading fairs 
that vear and were only defeated in the Get of Sire class by the get of his sire, Whitehall Sultan, and since then his 
get have reigned supreme in all the leading shows of North America. 

He was also a sire of great milkers; heifers sired by him have won first three times in the Dairy Class at the 
International, besides several seconds and thirds. His dam was also an exceptionally good milker, having produced

Watonga Searchlight is a bull that hardly needs any recommendation to the breeders of the southwest. He is 
just the same type as his sire, and his dam is one of the best producing cows on our farm. She being out of Lancaster 
Bud, the Grand Champion female at World’s Fair at Seattle, Washington. He is an exceptionally good sire. The young 
bull, Pleasant Dale 3d, that is in this sale, was sired by Watonga Searchlight and has been pronounced, one of the best 
that has been seen in a number of years, by competent judges. A number of his get will be in evidence on sale day 
and you can see for yourself, how he transmits that wonderful quality, which so distinguishes his family, but when 
you study his pedigree, you can hardly expect anything else, as all of his sires, on his sire’s side, have been persistent 
winners, in the show ring. He was grand champion at Hutchinson, Kansas, and the Oklahoma State Fair in 1914, of 
the Texas State Fair of Dallas, in 1915. His sire, Violet Searchlight, was Junior Champion of Colorado and Okla- 
homa in 1911. His Grand Sire, Searchlight, vras a noted show bull, and so well known to the breeders of the south- 
west, that it is not worth while to give the history of his winnings. His great grand sire, Orange Viscount, holds the
